The Arkansas Municipal League meeting in Little Rock 


Monday gave a strong indication that both the league and the 
County Judges Association would go before the new legislature 
m support of a movement to give city governments a "turn- 
liack of one-quarter cent per gallon of the state's gasoline'tax 
XOl lections. 
County governments have always 


•©enjoyed a "turnback" from the slate 
' tax, the percentage rising or falling 
as public sentiment reacted upon suc- 
ceeding legislatures. 


Now it is argued that cities have as 


much need of street money as coun- 
ties have of road money. Mayor A. 
D. McAllister of FayoHcvillo told the 
Municipal 
League 
convention that 


many automobiles operating in cities, 
and paying the state gasoline tax, 
never gel off of city streets and thus 
do not benefit from expenditures on 
highways outside of their cities. 


The joint committee from the Mu- 


nicipal League and the County Judges 
association claims that -11.8 per cent 
of the total Arkansas gasoline tax is 
"earned" by traffic on city streets and 
county roads, and a "turnback" to 
both county and city is therefore en- 
tirely fair and just. 


Ths is a just and potent argument. 
But The Star for many years has

German Fuehrer 
Speaks Caustically 
of "Rich 
America"

BERLIN —m— Adolf Hitler with 


a background of shiny new gun-bar- 
rels, told Germany Tuesday "we will 
defeat the entire world." 


Hitler pictured Germany as the 


champion of labor in a "war between 
two worlds"—between "the haves and 
have-nots," naming "rich America." 


His main theme seemed to be "work 


and be patient." 


Besides 12,000 delighted, cheering 


workers in the Borsig munitions plant 
in Berlin the fuehrer's audience in- 
cluded radio listeners in all the Nazi- 
connucrcd countries of Europe and 
in Italy, Hungary and Slovakia. 


Hitler was calm. He radiated con- 


fidence. His remarks were sprinkled 
with the usual number of barbed quit- 
ticisms which brought applause and 
heils. 


Swinging into his attack on the 


"haves" the fuehrer referred acidly 
to "we English, we Americans, we 
French." 


To a long burst of applause he de- 


clared, "Now again I enter the fight 
as the representative of the have-

WASHINGTON-^—The War De- 


partment announced Tuesday that it 
now appeared it would be necessary to 
order 20,000 additional reserve of- 
ficers on extended active duty before 
June 30. 


By the end of next month 30,000 re- 


serve officers are expected to be on 
active duty.

formation as to the exact date they 
will be called for active duty."

ATHENS-W-The Greeks Tues- 


day were reported to have captured 
a new position after inflicting heavy 
losses on the Ninth Italian division. 


This apparently was in the northern 


sector of the Albanian front, where 
th|» whole region around Lake Ochrida 
was said to have been cleaned up 
and the pace of the Greek drive gen- 
erally accelerated. 


This was at Elbasani, 25 miles from 


Tirana, Albania's capital. 


On the southern sector also the Ital- 


ians were retiring at Chimara with 
the Greeks pressing hard at their 
heels.
